Thomas Hardy 
was the namo in which Captain 

_ HLS, Smart, of the Indisn Army 
enlisted as a private in the Regal 
-Weat Surray Hegiment, in order 
to render what he conosived to 


be more effective service to Bis|* 


King sud country by actual ger- 
vice in tho fitiag line, Captsin 
Smart wes “removed from the 
- service” because he overstayed 
his leave, but it hes now been 
ascertained that a9 Private Thomas 
Hardy, of the West Surreys, he 
wes killed in action at Festubert 
on Mey 17, “ where he displayed 
such gellantry that be would 
have been granted the meds! for 
distinguished conduct in the 
fleld had he survived.” In view 
of theee apecial cirou matances the 
King, on the advice of the Army 
Counsil, graciously and gracafully 
ordered that the service of Cap- 
tain Smart should -be cancelled, 
The following interesting facta 
about tho leat daya of “Thomas 
Hardy" have been obtained from 
wounded comrades’ who served 
with him in tho Royal West 
Surrey Regimont. “Hardy” 
joined hie newrogiment as part of 
a draft cent out jast after Easter, 
‘He had mado himeelf officient in 
record timo, and was continually 
begging to besent out. He went 
into the trecches for the first 
time during the firat week in May, 
snd Feotubert was the first pitch- 
ed battle in which he took part, 
though he had been selected for 
special reconnoitring work prior 
‘to that, ond had earned 
the approval of his company ‘offi- 
oer by tho zeal he displayed, 
Some of the men who served with 
him claim to have had suspicions 
that he was not what he professed 
to be. He was obviously a gon- 
tloman, but that did not occasion 
muoh sarprire, becauea all classes 


of men now enter the Army as]? 


privatos. Occasionally, however, 
“Hardy” came near to revesling 
his seores by assuming an sir 
of command entirely ont of keep- 
ing with his rank and this 
trait became so marked that he 
waa nicknamed 


more, and throughout tho battle, 
when the tide was rot always 
going with the 
troops, he and hia little 
party maintained themeelves 
ts point where thoy were able 
meterially to assist the British 
attack by beating off with bombs 
’ repeated attempts of the enemy to 
develop counter-attacke, Later in 
the day “* Hardy” assiated to bring 
in come of his wounded comrades, 
and then returned to the firing 
line. He never came back, One 
comrade who was with him to the

’ “Hardy” fell, Despite tho hard 
day he had had, he was in good 
spirits, and was encouraging his 
comrades. At ono point the attack- 
ing party had to rash across on 
Open epace exposed .to maching- 
gun fire, “Hardy” dashed for- 
ward with tho leading file; he 
tarned slightly to oall over. hia 
shoulder a word of encouragement 
to a youngster, who had come out 
in the came draft, At that mo- 
ment a bullet caught him, and he
